This aeknowledges reeeipt of your Freedom of Information Aet (FOIA) 
request to the Department of Homeland Seeurity (DHS) Offiee of 
Inspeetor General (GIG), dated August 27, 2019, seeking all signifieant 
ineident reports (SIRs) and signifieant event notifieations (SENs) to date 
regarding the upeoming investigation into why migrants and asylum 
seekers are spending more than 72 hours in Customs and Border 
Proteetion eustody. DHS-OIG reeeived your request on August 28, 2019, 
and assigned it the above-refereneed traeking number. 

Your request has been plaeed in the queue for proeessing in the order in 
whieh it was reeeived. Although DHS-OIG’s goal is to respond within 20 
business days of reeeipt of your request, the FOIA does permit a 10-day 
extension of this time period under 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(B). Beeause of 
the need to examine a voluminous amount of reeords, DHS-OIG hereby 
invokes this 10-day extension for your request, and estimates a response 
to your request to be provided within 30 business days. Please note, 
however, that the aetual time required to respond to your request 
depends on the number and types of responsive reeords identified and 
loeated in our reeords seareh. Unfortunately, we eannot prediet exaetly 
when your request will be proeessed, as we eurrently have a large 
baeklog of requests. If you eare to narrow the seope of your request, 
please eontaet our offiee. We will make every effort to eomply with your 
request in a timely manner. 

In aeeordanee with DHS regulation 6 C.F.R. § 5.11(a), this letter also 
eonfirms your agreement to ineur all applieable fees involved in the 
proeessing of your request, up to the amount of $25.00. You will be 
notified should fees exeeed this amount. 




We have not yet made a deeision on your request for a fee waiver. We 
will do so after we determine whether fees will be assessed for this 
request.
